PURPOSE 

The aim of this paper is to examine the implications of mor- 
bidity and mortality experiences among personnel attached to 
nuclear powered submarines toward evaluating the effects of pro- 
longed exposure to the nuclear powered submarine environment 
upon crew health. 


FINDINGS 

Morbidity and mortality data for personnel attached to nuclear 
powered submarines compiled within the Navy Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery Inpatient Data System for fiscal years 1966-1969 are 
summarized. Comparison between these data and currently avail- 
able Navy and Marine Corps medical statistics yields essentially 
negative findings. 


APPLICATION 

Basically this is an interim report. It provides a realistic 
basis for planning for vigorous inquiry pertaining to the effect of 
prolonged exposure to the nuclear submarine environment upon the 
health of naval personnel . The statistical summaries reported 
herein, also can serve as a cross-check upon the consistency of 
dates obtained in a more complex longitudinal experimental design 
utilizing individual medical records as primary data.

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ABSTRACT 


A statistical summary of admissions to the sick list and deaths I 

among personnel attached to nuclear powered submarines during 
fiscal years 1966-1969 inclusive is reported. Data were obtained 
by search of Navy Bureau of Medicine and Surgery ADP tape files; 
and in view of the file search procedure certain admissions to the 
sick list, notably admissions to non-naval medical facilities, are 
missing. Compared to Navy and Marine Corps seiwice-wide ex- 
perience for corresponding years the hospitalization rates for the 
submariners were very low; and in general preliminary findings 
were negative . Possible implications of these data with respect to 
prolonged exposure to the nuclear powered submarine environment 
upon crew health are explored.

PROVISIONAL MEDICAL STATISTICS FOR PERSONNEL ATTACHED 
TO NUCLEAR POWERED SUBMARINES: FY 66-69 


INTRODUCTION 

Possible effects of prolonged expos- 
ure to the nuclear submarine environ- 
ment upon the health of naval personnel 
is a topic of continuing interest at the 
Naval Submarine Medical Research 
Laboratory. Pursuant to this interest 
data pertaining to mortality and mor- 
bidity among submariners assigned to 
the nuclear fleet have been obtained 
from the Naval Medical Data Service 
Center. These data, covering years of 
medical experience, could be retrieved 
quickly by computer search of magnetic 
tape files . Epidemiological trends 
these data might disclose would be of 
obvious value in planning detailed in- 
vestigation. 

Preliminary findings have been es- 
sentially negative. There is, in fact, 
little reason to doubt that submariners 
in the nuclear Navy are an exceptionally 
healthy group. At the same time it is 
keenly recognized that this initial eval- 
uation fails to come to terms with the 
stated goals of the basic inquiry. While 
the loopholes are several, two pre- 
dominate. First, we are not able to 
relate the incidence of disease to lei^h 
of exposure to the submarine environ- 
ment. Secondly, we have not been able 
to trace personnel after detachment 
from their submarines for possible ex- 
posure related sequlae. Because of 
these limitations, both due to the file 
search procedure used, the meaning of 
negative findings is essentially ambi- 
guous . 


The foregoing and related methodo- 
logical problems can be presented most 
conveniently after preliminary results 
are reported. Accordin^y, they will 
be examined in detail in later discus- 
sion. 


BACKGROUND 

In his submarine qualification thesis 
Austin^ presented an account of medical 
experiences on the first seventy Polaris 
patrols. This work, however, has a 
security classification and is not readily 
available. More recently Wilken has 
reported significant medical experi- 
ences aboard Polaris submarines for 
360 patrols during the period 1963- 
1967. The latter report is readily 
available . Since the Wilken report is 
based upon the medical sections ofSSBN 
patrol reports, a source technically 
independent from the data presented 
below, within broad limits his findings 
can serve as a crosscheck upon the 
material to follow. 

The Wilken data were primarily 
limited to those experiences occurring 
at sea in the unique environment of a 
submerged Polaris submarine; whereas 
statistical summaries to follow are 
based upon all reported diseases and 
inquiries among personnel attached to 
all classes of nuclear-powered sub- 
marines, subsuming both at-sea and 
off-patrol experiences . Submarines, of 
course, spend only part of each year on 
patrol. Polaris submariners, which 
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numerically dominate our population at 
risk, in part, spend only about one 
third of their time at sea. Absolute 
agreement between these summaries 
and the Wilken report, therefore, 
should not be expected. 

Contrast between the picture emer- 
ging from the two information sources , 
however, far exceeds anything pre- 
dictable from the time-base differ- 
ence . Although in a general sense the 
data below support the conclusion by 
Wilken that "the general health of the 
Polaris Navy must be considered out- 
standing" (reference 7, page 1); it is 
equally apparent that reported off- 
patrol morbidity rates far exceed at- 
sea experiences. The contrast obtains, 
notwithstanding some evidence that the 
data to follow are yet incomplete, and 
after the possible contribution of motor 
vehicle injuries to off -patrol morbidity 
experience have been discounted. It 
should be added that the contrast points 
up one of the perplexities inherent to 
our inquiry: continuous selection of 
healthy personnel for fleet service di- 
minishes the likelihood that submarine 
crews will show excessive morbidity, 
whatever the actual effects of the sub- 
marine ambience. 


METHOD 

The morbidity and mortality data ob- 
tained from the Naval Medical Data 
Service Center were compiled pursuant 
to applicable instructions for the Navy 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery Inpa- 
tient Data System. Sick-list admission 
and death record files were searched 
for cases having nuclear submarines 
designated as duty stations . The data 


obtained covered the period from 1961 
through fiscal year 1969. 

Since procedures and coding instruc- 
tions for the Inpatient Data System were 
revised from time to time over the dec- 
ade tabulating comparable reports for 
the entire period would have involved 
technical problems of some magnitude . 
For this reason, tables to follow are 
limited to experiences for FY 66 - 
FY 69, a period covering a major por- 
tion of the reported medical experience 
and a period during which data were 
compiled pursuant to the same direc- 
tive (BUMEDINST 6310.8). 

Morbidity among personnel attached 
to Nuclear submarines reported for 
each of the four years is summarized in 
Table I of Appendix A. Diagnostic 
classification is by Section/Group of the 
Department of Defense Disease and In- 
jury Code (NAVMED P-5082). 

Two properties of the table should 
be noted. First, there were no restric- 
tions on the number of diagnoses a pa- 
tient might receive during an admission 
to the sick-list. As a rule, when multi- 
ple diagnoses were reported for a given 
admission the coded information gave 
few clues as to the contribution of each 
to the overall clinical picture. There- 
fore, quite arbitrarily, in compiling the 
table the admission and all sick -days 
incurred therein were attributed to the 
first diagnosis indicated, presumed to 
be the admission diagnosis. Separate 
colunms in the table distinguish both 
admission counts and sick-days in- 
curred involving a sole diagnosis from 
those possibly complicated by additional 
diagnoses. There is, evidently, no as- 
surance that sick-days tabulated for an 
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admission diagnosis "complicated" by 
other diagnoses are correctly assigned. 
In many contexts the detailed breakdown 
is of little consequence; but in certain 
instances it points up the possibility of 
serious misinterpretation. For an ex- 
ample note that for FY-67 eight admis- 
sions incurring a total of 686 sick-days 
are attributed to tuberculosis of the 
respiratory system. Of the ei^t ad- 
missions, however, the picture is 
complicated by other diagnoses in three 
cases accounting for a total of 624 sick- 
days. Thus, the table indicates that for 
FY-67 somewhere between 72 and 696 
sick-days were incurred for respira- 
tory tuberculosis. 

Secondly, no attempt was made to 
distinguish first admissions from re- 
admissions nor to distinguish initial 
admissions from transfer admissions. 
Within limits both distinctions would 
have been possible , but inspection of 
the data indicated that the additional 
detail would have added little usable 
information. 

Since some of the diagnostic groups 
in Table I (Appendix A) are rather 
broad, additional detail for selected 
diagnostic categories are given in 
Table 11 of the Appendix. Any specific 
diagnosis for which personnel attached 
to the nuclear-powered submarines 
incurred 100 or more sick-days in any 
one of the four fiscal years appears in 
the second table . Certain others and 
less precisely defined diagnostic 
classifications appears in this table, 
each for a reason to be indicated in 
appended notes . 


RESULTS 

I. COMPARATIVE STATISTICS 

A. Estimated Populations At Risk. 

Rather than seek data pertaining to 
man years at risk from the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel at this stage crude 
estimates were constructed by the fol- 
lowing method. First, the average 
strength of the commissioned nuclear 
submarine fleet for each of the four 
years was evaluated. A submarine 
commissioned before the start of a 
given year was taken to be active for 
the entire year, the exception being the 
Scorpion (SSN 589), lost in June 1968, 
and taken to be active 0.88 years for 
FY-68 and none of FY-69. A subma- 
rine commissioned during a given fiscal 
year was taken to be active for a frac- 
tional part of the year defined by the 
data of commissioning. Secondly, a 
crew of 100 officers and men was as- 
sumed for each SSN ; while two crews , 
each consisting of 132 officers and men, 
were assumed for each SSBN. 

From the foregoing evaluation and 
assumption the estimated average force 
strer^h of personnel assigned to nu- 
clear submarines for each of the four 
years was estimated (Table I) . We may 
. be reasonably sure that the actual popu- 
lation at risk exceeded the estimates 
indicated, in part because SSN crews 
frequently exceed 100 and in part be- 
cause crews are assigned to subma- 
rines and, therefore, can contribute to 
reported medical experience well in 
advance of actual commissioning. There

is, however, no simple alternative to 
the method indicated for estimating the 
submarine personnel strength. Pre- 
suming the computed estimates to be 
small, the practical consequence will 
be to inflate the estimated morbidity 
among the submariners; and this is of 
no concern so lon^ as the estimated 
rates remain low. 

B. Hospitalization Rate. 

Estimated hospitalization rates for 
submariners in the nuclear fleet, based 
upon the estimated force strength (Ta- 
ble I) and reported total sick days 


(Table I, Appendix A), ^pear in Table 
n below. Hospitalization rate is de- 
fined simply as total sick days per 100 
men in the population at risk per year. 

For crude comparison hospitalization 
rates for the entire Navy and Marine 
Corps for each of the four years are 
quoted in Table n from Statistics of 
Navy Medicine. The service -wide 
rates, for reasons unknown to the 
writer, exclude admission of Navy sta- 
tion hospitals but include Naval and 
Marine Corps personnel treated in non- 
naval medical facilities. Rates for the 
submariners, on the other hand are

based upon all reported admissions to 
naval medical services. Information 
about submariners admitted to non- 
naval medical facilities are not avail- 
able. For present purposes the absence 
of station hospital admissions from the 
service -wide rates (Table H) does not 
pose a problem since sick days in- 
curred by submariners in station hos- 
pitals could be subtracted from the 


totals indicated; which would only am- 
plify the contrast indicated in the table. 

Assuming reporting of morbidity 
data to the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery to be reasonably complete the 
hospitalization rates for personnel 
attached to nuclear-powered submarines 
given in Table n could still be spuri- 
ously low if non-naval medical facilities 
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contributed substantially to subnaariner 
medical care. It is known, for exam- 
ple , that Lakenheath Air Force Hospi- 
tal admits some submariners stationed 
at Holy Loch; although quantitative esti- 
mates are not available. Then too, it 
appears that should a submariner reach 
a naval hospital via a non-naval medical 
facility or even via a submarine tender 
infirmary there is some risk that the 
hull number of his submarine might not 
appear on the admission report; and 
should this be the case he would not be 
picked up in our file search. 

It is presumed unlikely, however, 
that the possibilities for missing data 
suggested in the previous paragraph 
would offset the contrast between sub- 
mariner and service-wide hospitaliza- 
tion rates suggested in Table H. On 
this premise the conclusion by Wilken 
that submariners in the nuclear Navy 
are unusually healthy is amply sup- 
ported. 

Although direct comparison between 
these data and the Wilken review is 
precluded, some analogies are possi- 
ble . It is to be kept in mind that while 
the period reviewed by Wilken (1963- 
1967) and the period covered by these 
data (FY-66 — FY-69) overlap, they 
are not identical. Since it is not clear 
whether or not the case counts indi- 
cated by Wilken is limited to formal ad- 
missions to the sick list attention will 
be directed to sick days reported. As- 
suming all sick days reported were in- 
curred aboard FBM submarines, the 
submarine-year base is 360 patrols, 
each lasting 2 months , or 60 years . 
Wilken indicated crew sizes of approxi- 
mately 140 officers and men; but to be 
consistent with our estimates the allow- 


ance of 132 officers and men will be as- 
sumed, yielding a 7920 man-year ex- 
posure base. We have added sick days 
reports in all of Wilken*s tables for a 
total of 3672 days yielding a ship-board 
hospitalization rate of 0. 13 sick days/ 
100 man days. 

Table HI summarizes morbidity data 
for the fiscal years covered by this re- 
port for which Polaris submarines were 
designated as the reporting medical fa- 
cilities . The estimated total man- 
years at risk is 40, 516; that is, the 
sum of the estimated SSBN personnel 
average force strength for the four fis- 
cal years (Table I) . If we suppose all 
morbidity indicated in Table 11 occurred 
on patrol the man-year base would be 
reduced to one -third of the total indi- 
cated or 13,505 man-years. The 1492 
sick days reported by SSBN submarines 
in Table HI, therefore, yields a hospi- 
talization rate of 0.03 days/100 man- 
days. 

The two previous paragraphs involve 
too many conjectures to support firm 
conclusions . Certain implications , 
however, appear warranted. First, the 
ship -board hospitalization rate calcu- 
lated from these data (.03) compared 
with the rate estimated from the Wilken 
review (0. 13) suggests that for minor 
illness aboard the submarines to be re- 
ported to the Inpatient Data System are 
exceptions rather than a rule. Sec- 
ondly, presuming the medical sections 
of the Polaris patrol reports reviewed 
by Wilken to be reasonably complete, 
possible omissions of data pertaining to 
sick days incurred aboard submarines 
from our data are of minor conse- 
quence. In fact, the difference between 
the ship-board hospitalization rate esti-

mated from the Wilken review and these 
data (0.13 - 0. 03 = 0. 10) could be added 
to the rate for each year reported in 
Table n without altering the basic pic- 
ture. 

C . Deaths 

Deaths among personnel attached to 
nuclear-powered submarines for the 


four year period are reported in Table 
IV. Because of the loss of the Scorpion 
the death rate for the period, of course, 
has been extremely hi^. 

It appears reasonable to presume 
that only deaths caused by diseases have 
obvious relevance to the question of ef- 
fects of prolonged exposure to the nu- 
clear submarine environment upon crew

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health. The disease caused death rate 
among the submariners is very similar 
to seirvice-wide experience for the 
same period. To the 12 deaths (Table 
IV) attributed to disease we add one 
case (skull fracture/meningitis). The 
experience base for the 13 deaths is 
taken to be the sum of the average 
strength of personnel force for each of 
the four years (Table IV) , that is , 
52,238 man-years; which yields a rate 
of 24.8/106. The overall Navy and 
Marine Corps death rate attributed to 
disease remained stable slightly over 
30/10® over the period 1966-1968. In 
the past two years there have been 
dramatic drops in the service -wide 
rate, given at 15/10® for FY-68 and 
7.8/10® for FY-70.4 Relating submar- 
iner death rates to a baseline subject to 
this remarkable change evidently cannot 
support firm conclusions . 

n. INTERIM RESUME* 

A . Hospitalization Rates . 


Emphasis upon hospitalization rates 
in earlier paragraphs was dictated by 
the fact that concurrent service -wide 
rates were available for comparison. 
Assuming, however, that the relatively 
low estimated hospitalization rates for 
the submarines are essentially accur- 
ate , what they disclose about the effect 
of prolonged exposure to the nuclear 
submarine environment upon crew 
health is still quite restricted. One 
limiting factor is the large contribution 
of injury cases, which may or may not 
be occupationally related. Then, too, 
hospitalization rates may depend heavi- 
ly upon theoretically non-relevant 
matters such as availability of hospital 


beds and the distribution of minor ill- 
ness inpatient and outpatient case- 
loads. Wilken^ for example, observed 
that upper respiratory infections pre- 
sent the greatest number of sick calls 
to the submarine medical officer, 
although usually not involving sick days . 
In these data (Appendix A) upper res- 
piratory infections contribute little to 
the sick day total . Up-to-date data on 
this point are not available; but, his- 
torically, the Submarine Service ap- 
pears to have used outpatient care 
almost exclusively for upper respira- 
tory infections and other minor dis- 
orders (Appendix B). 

B. Analysis by Diagnostic Classifi- 
cation 

Total admissions and total sick days 
by diagnostic classification (Appendix A) 
were compared with analogous statis- 
tics for the entire Navy and Marine 
Corps for fiscal year 1964.^ This, 
more than the results reported in detail 
above, is the basis for an earlier state- 
ment that preliminary findings have 
been essentially negative. 

As we have noted, however, the 
Navy Bureau of Medicine and Surgery 
Inpatient Data System was revised after 
FY-64. Following study of applicable 
procedures and a sample of data input 
the writer was pursuaded that technical 
differences between FY-64 and subse- 
quent data were sufficient that detailed 
comparison might not be warranted . 
Moreover, the writer has been advised 
that service -wide statistical summaries 
analogous to the material in Appendix A 
and for the same time period (FY-66 - 
FY-69) are now in preparation and 
should be available in the near future . 
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Accordingly, detailed comparisons by 
diagnostic classification which we have 
been able to make are not included in 
this report. It will suffice to note that 
the incidence of tuberculosis, malignant 
and benign neoplasms, certain meta- 
bolic disorders (mostly obesity) and 
diseases of nerves and peripheral 
ganglia among the submariners are 
quite similar to the FY-64 Navy and 
Marine Corps experience. Otherwise, 
reported illness among the submariners 
attributable to diseases is low. 


DISCUSSION AND SUMMARY 

It is realized that some data are 
missing from the appended statistical 
summary. It is possible that when the 
gaps are filled and when more timely 
medical statistics are available for 
comparison the picture will be quite 
different from preliminary findings . 
This, however, we do not expect. 

The security and effectiveness of the 
nuclear fleet depends upon a physically 
and psychologically reliable personnel 
force; and without doubt policies to as- 
sure this end are in effect. Should a 
submariner incur a prolonged or 
chronic disorder jeopardizing his ef- 
fectiveness in the fleet we may assume 
that he would be disqualified for sub- 
marine duty. If this is so, then, within 
limits , the effective force of personnel 
assigned to nuclear submarines at any 
given time should be the healthy resid- 
ual of personnel entering the Submarine 
Service. Evidence within the data sup- 
porting this interpretation is limited 
but not entirely missing. Among more 
than 3000 admissions to the sick list 
during the four-year period only 282 


submariners were admitted more than 
once . Moreover , inspection of details 
suggests that of the 365 second and sub- 
sequent sick list admissions incurred 
by the 282 submariners a considerable 
portion, from our viewpoint, were ad- 
ministrative artifacts; e.g., a submar- 
iner admitted to the submarine infir- 
mary then admitted to a hospital on the 
following day on a similar diagnosis . 

In a word, it appears rare for personnel 
attached to nuclear submarines to be 
admitted to the sick list more than 
once. 

The foregoing observation acquires 
significance in view of findings by 
Hinkle^ and his co-workers that illness 
is not randomly distributed in the civil- 
ian population, and in view of the non- 
random distribution of illness among 
Naval enlisted personnel demonstrated 
in recent studies at the Navy Neuro- 
psychiatric Research Unit. s. 6 

If our thesis is valid, then there is 
no reason to suppose that the morbidity 
experiences reported for personnel at- 
tached to nuclear submarines will 
necessarily rule out adverse biomedical 
effects of the nuclear submarine en- 
vironment upon crew health. For better 
definition comparative study of the en- 
tire military medical experience of 
submariners regardless of whether or 
not they remain on submarine duty is 
needed. The feasibility of developing a 
cohort for longitudinal study toward 
this end is now being explored. 

There are other obvious loopholes in 
this preliminary survey. It is known 
that susceptibility to various diseases 
is age-related. Also, if exposure to

NOTES FOR TABLE U, APPENDIX A 


GENERAL: Table II is intended to pro- 
vide details with respect to specific 
medical conditions . Much reported 
morbidity has been omitted from this 
table; hence for an overall picture Table 
I (by fiscal year) should be consulted. 
Each specific diagnosis for which 100 
or more sick days were incurred in any 
one fiscal year appears in Table II. 

A fewcategories are significant pri- 
marily not for what they include , but 
for what they omit. A case in point is 
"hernia or abdominal cavity without 
mention of obstruction" (Table H, page 
8) . These may be compared with all 
hernia cases in Table I to determine the 
statistics pertaining to the presumably 
more acute cases involving intestinal 
obstruction. 

In general Table 11 classifications 
are based upon the three high-order 
digits of the DDDIC (NAVMED P-5082) 
which should be consulted for detail. 
Again hernia cases provide an example. 
While inguinal hernia are predominant 
scattered cases of other types of ab- 
dominal cavity hernia (NAVMED P- 
5082, pp l-146f) are included. 

SPECIAL ENTRIES: As a rule "other" 
or catch-all diagnostic categories are 
excluded from Table n regardless of 
sick days involved. Exceptions to the 
rule are noted below: 

1. OTHER, MOSTLY ACUTE SITU- 
ATIONAL MALADJUSTMENT . Of the 
41 admissions indicated 38 cases ac- 
counting for a total of 1, 045 sick days 


were diagnosed acute situational malad- 
justment (page 4). 

2. OSTEOARTHRITIS AND ALLIED 
CONDITIONS. The two FY-66 cases 
were spondylitis osteoarthritica, all 
others were osteoarthritis (page 9). 

3. OTHER SPECIFIED FORMS OF 
ARTHRITIS. These cases are reported 
in detail to permit combination with the 
previous group for a near complete 
summary of arthritic conditions. Five 
admissions (84 sick-days) for unspeci- 
fied arthritis are reported (page 9) . 

4. SYMPTOMS, SENILITY AND ILL 
DEFINED CONDITIONS. NERVOUS 
SYSTEM AND SPECIAL SENSES. Most 
sick days in this group were attributed 
to convulsions and focal motor cortical 
seizures (7 cases). Abnormal involun- 
tary movement accounted for most of 
the remaining cases (page 11). 

5. OTHER NERVOUS SYSTEM AND 
SPECIAL SENSES . One admission for 
encephalopathy (FY-66) and an additional 
diagnosis of cranial neiwe disturbance 
are indicated. This and the previous 
group may be combined with Section VI 
for a complete summary of nervous sys- 
tem and special sense problems . 

6. OBSERVATION. WITHOUT NEED 
FOR FURTHER MEDICAL CARE. 

These statistics are reported because of 
the relatively large number of sick days 
involved. Five cases were for psychi- 
atric observation, 5 were for drunkeness 
and 3 were for improper use of drugs . 
Otherwise the reasons for observation 
are not indicated.
